The "(she/hers)" after my name is to indicate the pronouns | would prefer people to use 
when referring to me. Sometimes people's personal pronouns aren't obvious by just looking 
at their name or face, so I'm hoping to help make it a normal thing to let others know what 
pronouns one uses! It is also my small way of being respectful to the transgender 
community, who often have to explain their pronouns or else risk being singled out and 
discriminated against. Choosing to be explicit about my pronouns is my way of showing 
empathy to their struggles.
